migration of Asiatics to the United States as 
itlle less than a servile invasion.

Second— The Constitution of the United States 


is the supreme law, and net a mere contract. 
Out of tbe confederated' Statea it made a sov- 
ereign nation. Some powers ore denied to the 
nation, while others are retained b> tho states; 
hut the boundary between the powers delegated 
and those reserved Is to be determined by Na- 
tional and not by State tribunals. 


POP0LAB EDUCATION. 


Third— The work of popular education is one 


left to the care ot the several States, but It Is the 
duty of the National Government to aid that 
work to the extent of its constitutional ability. 
The intelligence of tbe nation IB hut tbe aggre- 
gate of the intelligence in the several States, and 
the destiny of the nation must be guided, not by 
the genius of any one State, but by the average 
genius of all. 


rnoposED coNerrronoML AMENDMENT. 


Fourth— Tbe Constitution wisely forbids Con- 


gress to make any law respecting an establish 
meutof religion, but it is idle to hope ibat tbe 
nation can be protected against the influence of 
uectarianiam, while each Stale is exposed to its 
particular domination. 
\Ve therefore recom 


mend that the Constitution be so amended us to 
lay some prohibitions upon tbe legislature of 
each State, and to forbid the appropriation of 
the public lunds to the support of sectarian 
schools. 


DUTIES OF THE DAY. 


fifth— We reaffirm the belief avowed in 1876, 


that the duties levied for tbe purpose of reve- 
nues should so discriminate as to favor Amerl 
can labor. That no further grant of tho public 
domain should be made to any railroad or other 
corporation. That slavery having perished in 
thu States, its twin barbarity, polygamy, must 
die in the Territories. That everywhere the pro- 
tection accorded to a citizen of American rirth 
must be secured to citizens by American adop- 
tion 
That it is tho duty of Congress to develop 


and improve our watercourses and harbors, but 
tte insist that lurtht-r subsidies to private per- 
sons or corporations must cease 
That the obli- 


gations to the men who preserved its integrity 
in the day of battle are undi-uinished by tho 
lapse of lifteen years tainc? their tinat victory. 
Their perpetual honor is and hhull forever bo 
the grateful privilege and 'he suured duty of the 
American people. 


THE CHINESE' FLANK. 


Sixth— Since the authority to regulate immi- 


gration and intercourse between the United 
States and foreign nations rests with the Congress 
of the United States and its treaty making pow- 
ers, that the Republican party, regarding the 
unrestricted immigration of Chinese as an evil 
of great magnitude, invokes the exercise of tbe 
power to restrain and limit that immigration by 
the enactment of such just, humane aud reason- 
able provisions as will produce that result, 


COBfVElOXftTlON OF HAYKB. 


Seventh— That the purity and patriotism which 


characterizes the earlier career of Rutherford B 
Hayes in peace and war, and which guided the 
thought of hip immediate piedecensor to htm 
lor a Presidential candidate, have continued to 
inspire bun in his career as chief Executive , aud 
that history will accord to his udniiuintration the 
honors which are due to uu efficient, just uud 
courageous fulBlliueut of the public business, 
and will honor bis interposition between th 
people and proposed partisan laws 


ARRAIGNMENT OF THK DEMO'OKACX. 


Eight — We charge up u the Democratic parly 


the habitual sacrifice of patriotism and justice 
tea supreme and unsalable lust for office ana 
patronage, that to obtain possession ol the Na- 
tional and State governments, uud tho < outrol of 
place aud position, they have vbntrueied all the 
efforts to preserve the purily aud conceive the 
freedom of suffrage; have de /ted fraudulent cer- 
tlncaws and returtti*; have labored to unseat 
lawfully elected members of Congress, to secure
